The Storm and Floods. 
CINCINNATI, February 7.—The rain con- 
tinued until nearly daylight, when the tem- 
perature was lower and ‘below treezing point. 
To-day there are indications of snow. The 
interruptions to telegraph indicate heavy 
rains in many places. The Western Union 
office at Marietta, Ohio, is reported under 
water. There has been no direct communi- 
cation there for some time.

:. Srncins AT, February 7.—The Ohio River 
is rising here nine inches an hour, and at the 
same rate at Portsmouth and at C atletts- 
burg. Heavy ice is reported at Portsmouth. 
Thirty-six feet at Wheeling and beginning 
to rise again with heavy rains. ‘The side 
streams wil! cause a rapid rise all along the 
river. The Big Sandy River is higher than 
it has been for ten years. 
STOCK DROWNED. 

LAFAYETTE, INp., February 7.—The Wa- 
bash River continued rising throughout the 
day and reached the highest water mark. 
A number of families were to-day rendered 
homeless by the overflow. Along the river 
bank, covered by the ice gorge, a large 
amount of property is destroyed. Sixty-five 
cattle, valued at $50 per head, were sur 
rounded by water ina stock field down the 
river, near here Sunday, and to-day under- 
took to swim out, when all were drowned. 

A SLEET STORM. 

New York, February 7.—The sleet storm, 
which at ithe beginning threatened to bring 
disaster upon the telegraph wires and press 
reports, fortunately quickly changed to warm 
and heavy rain, turning intoa_ siush the ice- 
coating of the streets that had earlier formed 
and washing from the wires the ice gathered 
thereon. 

SUBSIDING. 

CLEVELAND, O., February  7.—Reports 
from various parts indicate the flood has 
subsided and the veople are actively repalr- 
ing the dainages. Railroad travel 1s re- 
opened. ‘The ground is frozen and snow 1s 
falling fast. It is feared it will turn to rain 
and another disastrous freshet follow. 

ANOTHER FLOOD. 
PITTSBURG, February 7.—Indications now 
oint to another flood, this time from the 
Monongahela River. Heayy rain fell all along 
the valley yesterday and last night, and dis- 
patches from the headwaters this morning 
report the water rising rapidly. Thirty feet 
is expected here by to-morrow morning. 
AROUND CHICAGO.

It 
is nearly the same to-day, but warmer, with 
partial thaw. Owing to bad condition of 
stock on account of injury to the grass by 
frequent rains during the winter, it is 
thought the loss will be greater than usual 
even ina severe winter. ‘There are no data 
to give the per cent of loss,which cannot now 
be ascertained. 

THE WIRES. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, ILL.,. February 7.—The effect of 
the severe sleet storm on Friday night was 
local in its extent upon the wire system of 
the country. It is Jearned that the 
effect upon the local wires between 
Davenport and St. Louis along the course of 
the Mississippi River was the heaviest The 
wires radiating from the west, south and 
east were but slightly affected, and commu- 
nication was restored within a few hours. 
The fury of the storm seems 
to have concentrated near Springfield, 
Illinois, where the timber and prairies are 
covered with a heavy coating of ice. Itis 
believed that great injury will be sustained 
in Sangamon and the neighboring counties 
from the effects of the storm upon fruit and 
foliage. The Mutual Union and West- 
ern Union have out a large 
force of men who are working under great 
disadvantages in restoring thé wires. The 
-Western Union, on account of their exten- 
sive facilities, have been enabled to maintain 
communication with St. Louis and other 
southern points over other routes. The 
Mutual Union have been less fortunate as 
their only wires were over the Chicago and 
Alton route. The Boards of Trade here and 
at St. Louis have been served regularly with 
facilities for the immense exchange of mar- 
ket reports and telegraph orders for the pur- 
chase of grain, etc. 


Continued Cold Weather. 
“Yesterday it looked as though it was go- 
ing to get warmer,”’ Mr, Weber, of the Signal 
Service, remarked this morning to a Posrt- 
DISPATCH reporter, “but this morning the 
temperature has fallen again considerably. 


At Bismarck it is 1° below zero—a fall of 8° 
since yesterday. ‘The coldest place in the 
country this morning is Moorhead, Minn., 
where the temperpture was 16° below zero 
at 7 o’clock this morning. Next comes Fort 
Buford, D. T., with 15° below—a fall from 
hea eae of twenty degrees. In this city 
he thermometer registered sixteen degrees 
above zero this morning, a rise of one degree 
since yesterday. The weather all through 
the West and Northwest is reported clear, 
which seems to indicate that the present 
cold snap will last for some time to come.’’ 

“Is there any prospect of very cold weath- 
er here ?”’ 

“I think not. It will likely keep as it is 
for some days. 1 do not think that zero will 
be reached again in this city for some time, 
probably not again this winter.”

Miners’ Conference. 

PirtspuRG, February 7.—A convention of 
railroad and river coal miners was called 
yesterday for the purpose of considering the 
question of a reduction of half. a cent in 
mining rates in mines along the river, and 
the advisability of hereafter settling all 
differences between employer and employe 
by arbitration. It was well attended and re- 
markable for a unanimous de- 
sire for a neaceful solution of existing 
troubles. After. some little discussion 


the railroad miners passed a_ resolution or- 
dering the election of five arbitrators to meet 
a like number of operators, the board to have 
power to arrange a scale of wages and settle 
all questions.

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St. Louis Legislation--Eccentric Law Making 
--Usual Feeling Between St. Louis Delega- 
tion and Country Members-=Notes. 


From Our Special Correspondent. 
JEFFERSON City, February 6.—The char- 
ter tinkerers are still at work, and this after- 
noon the St. Louis delegation agreed to re- 
port fraternally to-morrow upon Hall’s pana- 
cea for municipal evils. lt is in the shape of 
a billamending the general law relating to 
cities, towns and villages so that one thou- 
sand citizens may by petition demand the 
framing of a new. charter. This 
scheme to do away with the 
St. Louis charter is said to be declared feasi- 
ble by Gov.-Lieut. Campbell and other good 
authorities. The chances for the measure 
passing now are not over good, for, disguise 
itas they may striveto, there is quite a 
breach existing between the St. Louis mem- 
bers and an aggressive band of hard-headed, 
stubborn grangers, of the stripe known as 
“‘moss-backs.”” The delegation’s action to- 
day in solidly opposing a bill designed for 
the . relief of “wolf scalp” counties, 
providing for the payment of all grand and 
ae jurors summoned for the full time of 
heir attendance, rather increased the ire of 
this element. The bill would, if it ever be- 
came a law, increase the costs of criminal 
cases in the State a matter of $100,000 per 
year. Kent, Hornsby and Jones are enti- 
tled to the credit of ‘pulling the tail’’ out of 
that bill. But men like An- 
thony, of Madison, Rawlins, of 
Cass, and Clark. ot De Kalb, _ will 
not readily like to forget them for it. An- 
other St. Louis measure which the delega- 
tion will report on favorably is one creating 
the office of 
CRIMINAL MARSHAL 
in cities of over 300,000 inhabitants. This 
means to take away the Four Courts busi- 
ness from the Sheriff of St. Louis. It is not

In anage of sordid motives it is pleasant 
to contemplate the devotion and self-denial 
of the Mayor’s Secretary, whois consumed 
by a burning desire to save the city as much 
as $200 a year. The way he proposes to do 
itis this. He is at present the recipient of a 
salary of $2,000 a year; the law provides for 
an Assistant Secretary at $1,200 a year, but 
as the Mayor cannot understand why he 
should have two Secretaries to serve on re- 
ception committees in his place and attend 
miscellaneous banquets he has left the post 
of Assistant Secretary vacant. The Secretary 
proposes to fill both offices by contract for 
$3,000 a year; net saving to the city, $200. 

Itis claimed by the Secretary that he has 
now been performing the duties of Sec- 
retary and Assistant Secretary for some time 
and that the arduous and exhausting nature 
of these duties entitles him tothe same com- 
pensation as that given to a responsible head 
of a department. But medical evidence 
could be brought to show that this double 
labor which has been sonobly performed 
has not overtaxed the giant energies of the 
accomplished Secretary. His form is not 
wasted, nor his eye sunken, nor his cheek 
withered. His face stiil wears those 
lines of beauty truly blent which nature’s 
sweet and cunning hand laid on, and the am- 
ple belt of his ulster still buckles at last 
year’s notch. Nay, did he not with his own 
powerful hands smite the Olive-street mash- 
er and lay him low? ; 

Outside of the office of the Mayor’s Sec- 
retary no man knows what are the duties of 
the Assistant Secretary, but, whatever they 


are, they evidently agree with him. They 
add so much to the perfection of his physical 
and mental powers that he should be per- 
mitted to fulfill those duties indefinitely, and 
if he is willing to knock off $200 from the 
compensation, the city should meet him 
more than half way and knock off the other 
$1,000, and thus render the shoughtful kind- 


ness of the Secretary complete and satisfac- 
tory all around.

SCHOOL TEACHERS’ PAY. 

The school teachers of New York have 
given various dignified and reasonable ob- 
jections to the proposed decrease in the pay 
schedule, but they do not seem to fully un- 
derstand the situation. SHAKSPEARE re- 
marks that each man in his time plays many 
parts, but the municipal official of every grade 
and description plays two parts at the same 
time. Heis paid to perform a certain duty 
to the public, but he also owes a higher duty 
to the little politicians who run the city gov- 
ernment. 

Here is where the school teachers of New 
York fail to qualify. They goon under the 
impression that if they are competent to 
teach, and do teach efficiently, they have 
thereby earned their salaries, and they are 
astonished, as well as grieved, that they are 
made the victims of a policy of retrenchment 
at a time when the pay of the park policeman 
is increased to that of a grammar school 
principal, and while the pay of the deputy 
constable and of the political salary list re- 
mains unchanged. 

It 1s useless, however, for man to contend 
against the fates, anadif the pedagogues of 
New York really wish to avert the destiny 
which threatens them with gradual and lin- 
gering but certain starvation they must 
make their submission to the great 
gods who control the destinies of New York 
City. The scholastic and dignified principals 
must unbend and must be prepared to take a 
lively and intelligent interest in corner gro- 
cery politics, must be around with the boys 
and occasionally set up the drinks for the 
benefit of the party, while the prim and 
austere school-marms must be prepared to 
lobby in the City Hall and woo the Olympian 
favor of the big-bellied aldermen. And 
judging from the tendency of the times in 
St. Louis, we should say that our own ped- 
agogues should begin training for political 
life, as it is very likely that if, the gentlemen 
who are trying to get hold of the city gov- 
ernment succeed in making a new deal, our 
public schools will be put throngh the ex- 
perience of New York.

THE HIGH LICENSE, 


The Bill Sent to Jefferson Not in the In- 
terest of Prohibition. 


“We finished our bill, printed itand sent 
it up to Jefferson City last night,” said Mr. 
Newton Crane toa PosT-DISPATCH reporter 
whomet him this morning, “and Messrs. 
Cupples, Broadhead, Hitchcock and I met to 
look over the compieted bill to seeif all of 


the ideas we obtained from the members of 
the House and Senate Committees had been 
embodied in it, and we found 
that it the needs of 
city and country. You see, when we arrived 
at Jefferson we found that nearly every mem- 
ber of the two committees had a bill on the 
same subject, but we objected to them because 
they were framed for the country, and they 
objected to our bill because it would operate 
mainly for the benefit of St. Louis and the 
larger cities only, so we just concluded to 
unite our ideas and draw up a bill that wou'd 


cover the whole State and we have 
done it. Now here is one 
impression which I want to 


correct, started in a most contemptible man- 
ner by the Jefferson City correspondent of 
one Of the morning dailies, which is, that 
this bill is gotten up in the interest of prohi- 
bition. ‘The fact is, I do not know a prohibi- 
tionist in the Commercial Club, and there 
was not one on the delegation. Those of 
the prohibitionists who favor it, do so be- 
cause they are convinced that prohibition at 


present is out of the question, an 
that this is a_ sensible idea. The 
bill is Sformed only to _ restrain 


the evils of liquor selling and to place the 
business in the hands of respectable men, and 
it does not propose to limit any man’s rights 
or privileges inthe matter of drinking. It 
was a mistake also to assert that the country 
members are opposed to the bill. The ma- 
jority of their constituents are clamoring for

“We have nothing of the kind hére,” said 
the young man in charge of the Mutual 
District Telegraph Company, whena Posrt- 
DisPaTcH reporter told him about the 
mashes made by some of the messengers in 
New York, “Our system is used princi- 
pally by ladies of rapid tendencies, and they 
never go any further than taking a liking to 
a boy whose manners are pleasant and 


who does his business properly. Sometimes 
we get a note from a lady saying that when 
she rings she wants such and sucha boy to 
be sent to her. If we think the boy is try- 
ing to work the box—make a little extra— 
we pay no attention to the note, Some of 
the messengers know that when they go to 
a certain place it means ten or fifteen cents 
extra, and they sometimes ask ladies to 
make a request for them either by name or 
number.
